* Make sure the contractor and any subcontractors
are licensed with the Nevada State Contractors Board.
Ask to see their license pocket card. Contact the Board
to verify a license number.

» Get at least three written bids. Be cautious of special
deals or any bid that sounds too good to be true.

* Ask for references from both the contractor and any
subcontractors that would be hired.

* Ask for financial references.

* Insist that you approve all completed plans prior to
the start of work.

* Negotiate a clear contract. Put everything in writing, and
avoid verbal promises. Put all changes in writing.

* Never pay the full payment up-front. Set up a
payment schedule, and pay as work is completed.
